In another particular watt the notice defici- 


ent and not in accordance with the *pirit and 
intention of the act in imt describing definite- 
ly what portion of the building they wished to 
receive bids for, whether the whole or a part. 
An individual might have wished tu make pro- 
poaals for a povtion of tho Imiliiiuj.! who would 
not have been ablo to have given tho necessary 
bonds t'os'a contract for tho entir« building, or 
for other reasons would not havo wished so ex- 
tensive A contract. On the other hand con- 
tractors who would have been anxious to have 
taken tho whole work on fleeing a notice which 
left it wholly discretionary with the Commis- 
sioner* to determine how much or what por- 
tion of the building should be erected after the 
proposal < hud been submitted, might have been 
deterred from bidding nn that account. Be- 
fore/any notice wtis published, in thu opinion 
of your ijoinmittee', the plans and all the plans 
usual mvl necessary for making out proposals 
together with the proper specification* should 
have been procured and ready forexhibibition 
—tho portion of the building to bo erected do 
termined upon—tho amount of work and mit- 
terial tmulo certniii, and then a full opportu- 
nity of tit least six weeks given to the public 
for the examination of plans and preparation 
of bids. 


Too ujueh pains could hot have been taken 


by the c^mmiwiimors in culling to tho matter 
the attention of the public, in affording to coil- 
tractors or individuals who might wish to bid 
every facility for informtttiou within their pow- 
er, that l he interests of tho State might not 
suffer for the want of competition,or the appear- 
ance of faviiriteisin be given to the whole 
transaction. 


Commissioner Sandboru in a letter bearing 


date October P-2th 1S5-I etates, thnt " it will bo 
a great contract und require a vast amount of 
labor," jiudin proportion to the vastuess of the 
enterprise should have been the means employ- 
ed in giving to the whole affair publicity. . 


Having given a brief account of all matter 


connected'with the Asylum up to the publica- 
tion of tlie uotice.'we will proceed iu ua brief 
a tnamier as possible to nnrratu tho result of 
our investigations in referrtnee to tho several 
matters referred to in the resolution of the As- 
sembly. First, as to thu manner in which thu

As the consideration of the first would of 


necessity more or less involve that of tho seu- 
ntui, we propose to answer both at the same 
time. In the notice for proposals published on 
or about the 9th day of August ic i* stated as 
follows:—Tht; plans ami specifications will be 
exhibited by Dr. G. K. McLnno, Sitpt. of said 
Asylum on and after the ^Oth Sept. next in the 
village of Madison and until the opening of said 
proposals. 


It cannot but be seeti nt a glance that the no- 


tice is lor still another reuGoti very indefinite 
atxl insufficient, for tho reason that itdoi-t* not 
point otj; or desisrniitu uny particulttr place, of- 
fice, or building where the plans might bo seen 
and only informs the public thnt they will be 
exhibited by Dr. McLnnt; iu the village of Mad- 
iuon. Ii' Dr. McLane had been a resident of 
Madison and had an office in the village, or if 
ho had established an office in thut villngo as 
Snpt. of the Asylum, or even if tho commis- 
sioners themselves hail provided an office tor 
the accommodation of the officers of that In- 
stitutiim, then perhaps there might have been 
some excuse for the very looso and vaguo man- 
ner in which the uotiue is drawn. But neither 
the Snpt. or the Commissioners in their individ- 
ual or official capacity had any office in the vil- 
lage of Madison, from the 9th of August until 
tho liret of November, aud in all reason the 
particular pluue where such plans could be 
seen ought to have been particularly speci- 
fied. 


One witness. Mr. Livsey "testifies thnt ho 


! called at. the office of nn architect residing iti 


I Madison, thinkitfg that as no place was urn tied 


in tho notice, tho most natural place to find the 


office,; and 


that being both unable to find tho plans or their 
whereabouts, he was prevented from putting in 
proposals for a contract thnt ho was desirous to 
bid for. How niaav others either residing-in 
thu village of Mndison or other part* of the 
State thure mny have been similarly gituntud, 
itisof i-.ourse impossible to estimate. Thut 
there w«;rt> many, is not very improbable. 


Whetiier or not there was uny design iti so 


drawing the notice as either intentionally to 
mislead the public, or withtld Irom them that 
informal ion which was so iuipoitant. in order 
that all might have the sauie advantage in 
competing for BO largo a job, or whether it was 
the result of cnrlessnees or inattention we do 
not wish to give an op in inn. 


That the notice should have designated some 


particular place ot easy ami coovienient access 
to tho public, all will admit. The facts as 
proved before tho committee show that such 
plans aa Dr. McLanu brought back with him 
from hie eastern trip were first placed in the 
Governor's room, afterwards removed to the 
consultation room of the Judge* of the Su- 
preme Court, a third time changed to the of- 
fice of tlio Attorney General, and lastly carried 
to the room in Uruen's Block now occupied by
